Wo havo an interesting account of hos- 


pitality in 1G29, 
which gives, a good idea 


of tho manner in which a country gentle- 
man of tho period lived.

the emperbr hag granted LI Hung Chang's 
request to be allowed to take the fluid in 
person, and that Li Hung Chang will 
make his headquarters tit Lu-Tai near 
Kui-PlUjT, the present headquarters of the 
provincial Commander-in-chief of Chin-Li. 


It is iilso reported that the Chinese 


troops have evacuated Corea, and are now 
massed at Chiu-Lion-Chlng, 30 miles west- 
ward of tho Yalu river. 


Thoro have been numerous desertion? 


from tho Chinese army of lato because oJ 
the faulty condition of the arms and tho 
ammunition supplied to tho troops. 


Another junk that was sailing through 


North channel in order to evade the guard 
boats struck a torpedo and was blown to 
pieces. Several men. were drowned. 


Chlncso Don't Want to Fleht. 


None of the new levies have as yot been 


forwarded from Canton. A large number 
of officers of both the army and navy are 
resigningrnthcrthan go into active service. 
No new supplies of coal arc coming into 
the open market, excopt from Tonquin. 
As the shipping trade is so stagnant, how- 
ever, tho existing stocks will last a couple 
of months at least. 


Besides laying mines at tho entrance to 


Foo-Chow and Tamsul hmrbors, tho Chi- 
nese government has caused the extin- 
guishing of tho lights in almost every, 
lighthouse along the coast. Pilots have 
received special warning not to assist any 
Japanese vessel. 


Privately, It Is learned that tho Canton 


arsenal authorities are in a difficulty which 
may affect the whole war. 
China was to 


pursue a Fabian policy, and rely cm her 
enormous wealth ultimately to crush 
Japan. Both countries were surprised ro 
find that neutrality Jaws prevented their 
buying warships in Europe. 
Orders were 


given to tho various Chinese arsenals to 
build ships and make guns. 


The Foo-Chow arsenal, tho largest and 


only one in China that ever built ships oil 
;i lurge scale, may be in a state of readi- j 
nusS, although it will not be ivble to build 
large vessels without a great deal of help. 
The arsenal at Canton was found to bo In 
a lamentable state of unfltness, and heavy ] 
punishment is sure to fall upon the of- 
ficials responsible for this condition of af- 
fairs. In she meantime the Japanese ar- 
.SGiials arc reported to be working upon an 
unprecedented scale. 


The question ol' what articles may bo de- 


clared contraband is seriously disturbing 
tho eastern trade, 


An Uprising In Mnnclmrin, 


A semi-official telegram from St. Peters- 


burg announces that the Russian govern- 
ment has learned of a rebellion ugainst 
Chii Manchuria dynasty. 
It ie probable 


that there is much exasperation against 
all die-Chinese authorities on account of 
the defeats of the Chinese troops and tho 
lack of discipline in., the army. The dis- 
patch adds that the regular troops are 
everywhere committing disgraceful out- 
rages. The Chinese exchequer is empty 
und the government is hardly able to sup- 
ply the wants of tho troops already in the 
field. 


Aching: For it Tight. 


A dispatch from Yokohama sr.yg: The 


general' public is In favor of continuing 
tho war against China iu defiance of all 
obstacles, and is urging that a desperate 
attack upon Pekin be made. 


All party feeling for the timo will be 


suspended, and the diet will readily vote 
whatever credits are needed. Ke-efiforce- 
ments are continually going forward, but 
nothing is known in regard to their des- 
tination. 


The destination of tho second Japanese 


army of 30,COO men is kept secret. 
The 


Japanese army.in Corca is rapidly advanc- 
ing north. No resistance to its progress is 
expected on this side of tho Chinese fron- 
tier. 
There is no-truth in the rumor of 


an armistice. 


A feeling of timidity as to tho safety of 


business ventures with Tien-Tsin is nat- 
urally pervading the business world. The 
Chinese themselves will not block the 
port, but tho Japanese aro likely to do so 
at any time. 


Foreign Irailo Menaced. 


There 
wag, however, a very great 


menace to trade from another quarter, 
and it was thia that led to the appeals of 
foreign merchants to their homo govern- 
ments for the presence of warships in tho 
treaty povts of China. It was generally 
expected by them, that should tho Chinese 
bo defeated on their own soil (exactly 
what has happened, "according to cable re- 
ports) the Chinese soldicrg would b? de- 
moralized and fall to scouring tho coun- 
try in every direction, committing out- 
rages. In that event, the slender thread 
which sustains the 
obedience of the 


masses to the viceroy would be snapped 
and pandemonium would I'elgn supremo. 


The great treaty port of Ticn-Tsin is be- 


lieved to be specially threatened In such 
case. One prophetic statement follows: 


"In proportion to the disasters or war 


lhat will surely overtake China, will the 
(nflucnce of tho viceroy wane, and should 
the defeat of the Chinese be a crushing 
one, he will bo absolutely incapable to 
maintain order. Li HungChang has been 
a severe disciplinarian, and with reverses 
the masses will turn upon him with the 
pcmt-up hatred of years. 


As these defeats are coming to pass and 


as tho prophecy has also been verified as 
to Li's dcgredatiori, it will be a matter of 
serious Interest to know how far tho re- 
mainder of this predictiou shall bo justi- 
fied by tha events of the future.

PROVIDENCE, Sept. 29.—A mysterious 


murder was brought to light yesterday 
afternoon when tho body of a woman wis 
discovered lying in tho brush by the side 
of the road, about VA miles from the vil- 
lage of Scituate.

This day which wo cvlobrato, calling 


tt Labor day, diil'irs Croni other days 
tu which vro give special observance in 
that it has no signilieancc; attaching to 
its past, it is not the anniversary of any 
pre-oniiuont achievement and does not 
recall the birth of any great man or the 
performance of any glorious deed. It is 
not as the Fourth of July, for labcr has 
yot to estaiiiish its Declaraiiun of Inde- 
pendence. It is not as the ~-d of Feb- 
ruary, for the army of labor has not yet 
been led to victory by its Washington, 
nor has it learnrd to be grateful to tho 
iiic-mnry of tho gallant: champions who 
have passud ;:\v;-.y while lighrinj? on the 
skirmish linos rJuit havu preceded tho 
grand and final bailie. Nor is Labor 
cliiy lil:n n!:lu tiio 17th of March, for 
thu vipers which surk tho blood of in- 
dustry aro not yet driven from our land. 
Labor day is, so to speak, impersonal 
ar.',l wi thout a history, 11' it has anysig- 
nificaiu'u at all, it is a tribute to thu act 
of physical labor, and not to Ihe perform- 
ance.'', of the laborers for thu improve- 
ment of their material condition nor 
their advancement an citizens. 
So it 


would be impossible to select from the 
days in the year, in all of which labor 
has, 
since time began, contributed to 


tho progress of man morn than all other 
factors combined, ono day peculiarly, by 
contrast with other days, lilted for cum- 
metuoratioi:. 


The firtic Monday of September in 


(lacti year has been designated by legis- 
lative enactment as Labor day in re- 
sponse to the requests of organized la- 
bor. And it enjoys tho distinction of be- 
ing ono uf th<; few heeded requests out 
of many made of tho powers that bo by 
the worlcingnien. 
On this day wo as- 


semble to communo together, to talk 
over tho events o! tho past year, to ex- 
amine into tho present nnd to discuss 
the hopes, tho needs and tho promises, 
if thoro are any such, of the future. 
If 


we shall do those things intelligently. 
and wise action follows open delibera- 
tion, then will Labor day have been 
more thnu n mere holiday and will have 
earned for itself 11 place of prominence 
in the calendar of the future. 


Whilu this present occasion is under 


the nr.spices of organized labor, and I 
in accepting its invitation to address 
you tac.itly recognize as my guide today 
us tenets, yet much that I shall say will 
bear upon all wage workers, and I know 
I voice tho sentiments of Essax Trades 
council when I declare that wlr.it is 
known as the American labor movement 
and is dependent upon tho organized 
wage earners for its guidanco has in 
view tho improvement of thu material 
condition of every worker in the land 
and the uplifting of a citizenship which 
is fast becoming degraded by tho de- 
thronement of man and tho deification 
of tho dollar. 


What is ''tho labor problem" of 


which wo hoar and read so much in 
these- closing hours of the nineteenth 
century? Why should tho distribution 
of the products of labor be called :\ 
"problem" when in the mind of every 
intelligent man is deep rooted tho truth 
that tu him who creates wealth belongs 
Hio whole of his creation save thai 
which should go to the common fund iu 
recompense i'or the use of whac is nat- 
urally common property? 


"Tho labor problem" in the view 


which our plutocracy has written in its 
notebook is a calculation as to how 
much tho few, who have monopolized 
the natural opportunities intended by 
tho Creator for all his children, may 
wring from tho many who have been 
disinherited. 
The political economy 


which Mammon is cramming down our 
throats is tho scief.ce of robbing the 
laborers of tho product of their labor. 
The working out of the problem on 
those linos is only checked by the occa- 
sional inti'ddne.tion of a factor which 
points to tho possibility of successful re- 
bellion on thu part uf tho robbed. 
The 


"labor question." which is another 
prevalent form of expression, is, as Iscc 
it, "How cun tho laborers protect their 
rights and ihoir titles in the tilings they 
produce?" This is a question wo must 
answer, and answer right and answer 
soon. 


I need not tako up tho time necessary 


to tell this audience of tho awful con- 
ditions which surround tho producers 
of this country at the present time. The 
terrible story, illustrated with scenes 
which make the heart ache, is told over 
and over again day after day, 
It is 


written in the haggard faces of women 
and little children. It is spoken in the 
bowed form of the heartbroken father. 
It is ground out under the wheels of the 
cart on its wny to potter's field. 
What 


a blessing it is that desperation's hand 
is staid by the "hope which springs 
eternal in the human breast," else 
vrould misery, whispering the seductive 
word "Revenge!" turn hope-less men into 
fiends, and—but let us turn away from 
further coatemplatiou of this terrible 
picture. 


What is the laborer's answer to the 


labor question? Organization! In this 
ono word ia contained the open sesame 
which lias tho power to throw wide the 
prison doors and to break tho shackles 
which enslave tho producers—the poor, 
which has now practically the sarno 
meaning. 


Tho "poor man" and "tho working- 


man" havocorao to bo synonymous terms. 
In other worda, tho wealth producers arc 
those without wealth. 


The spirit of tho age is of organiza- 


tion. Tear'a leaf from the handbook o1 
capitalism, and yon will see that it be 
gins with organization and ends with 
concentration. But.the organization ol 
capitalism, aims only at concentration 
nnd appropriation of the results oJ in-

Man is the cheapest* thing that walks 
tho earth, excepting perhaps woman. 
Tho Japanese boast of a superior civili- 
zation, but uvoii among them man is the 
chief beast of burden, and for r. few 
pennies per day ono can get himself j 
transported in a two wheeled vehicle 
over the narrow roads of tho country, 
with a fellow man serving the double 
function of horse and lackey. 


Cheap labor is tho inevitable accom- 


paniment of slavery. From paganism to 
Christian civilization is an nsceuding 
scale of wages. Shall we, in this coun- 
try of light, 
liberty and Christian 


homes, permit industry to be oriental- 
ized? If we permit it or palliate it in 
servile submission to an un-Chrisfcian 
spirit of greed, then wo assist in run- 
ning the hands on tho dial of civiliza- 
tion backward and deliberately put on 
pagan garments.

We propose to maintain in- 
tact Christian wages, Christian homes 
and Christian morals in America, and 
to protest in a Christian spirit, against 
all attempts to orientalize them.—-Don- 
ahue's ilagaziue.

Vice President Wickes of 'the Pull- 


man company deserves credit at all 
events for being perfectly frank in his 
testimony before the national labor com- 
mission. Whou Chairman Wright asked 
him if it would not bo a good plan to 
increase tho wages of men in prosperous 
years, ho demurred and said: "Wo go 
into thu market for men just as wo do 
for materials. It is all regulated by the 
law of supply and demand. Wo don't 
recognize the men as rnonibcrs of un- 
ions, but as individuals. If they are not 
able to plead their own case, it is their 
own misfortune," Tho antique British 
myth that employers only are meu and 
employees only things hns seldom been 
better put. Even the old English1 econ- 
omists never uttered it with such naive 
brutality. It implies, of course, that 
Mr, Wiokos and those who think like 
him buy their men as they "buy their 
iron, their coal, their lumber or the oth- 
er things that they buy, according to the 
law of supply and demand. There is no 
trace whatever of the fundamental truth 
of human brotherhood and its obliga- 
tions. Mr. Wickes is a century behind 
tho sociological times. 
Men are not 


things; they are brothers, with tho same 
capacities and aspirations and rights to 
have those capacities exercised and those 
aspirations gratified.—New York Press.

How to Caro For "Window Shades. 


In replacing a window shade that baa 


been torn from the roller use ounce 
tacks. Longer ones injure the spring, 


Always fasten tho round hole bracket 


on tho right hand side of the window. 


Place roller in brackets with shade 


rolled up, 


To strengthen tho spring draw the 


shade down a few revolutions, remove 
roller from brackets, roll up shade and 
replace. 


If tho spring is too strong, remove 


roller from brackets with shade rolled 
UD, unroll a few turns and replace. 


If the shade is tacked on properly, it 


will hang toward the window, 


To flt a shade to a window with in-

If n 
man is not married at tho latest by his 
twenty-fifth year, his reputntion suffers. 
IL is a" belief that thoso who have a son g° 
10 heaven, when the son, nficr tho dentil 
of big parents, performs tho spiritual rites. 
However this may 1)0, whothqr thoy go to 
heaven or not, this severe rule tends to a 
strict cultivat;ou of home life. 


Owing Co this rule, if a Brahman's 


daughter attains puberty before marriage, 
the father is disgraced. He loses his caste, 
and no ono will marry the sirl. Thus, 
when a poor man has more than one 
daughter, it is a misfortune for him, The 
Hindoo father himself has to find ou: u 
suitable husband for his daughter, so he 
goes to a gentleman who has a son. He 
first makes inquiries about the family, tho 
proDcr;,y, tho health and education of tha 
boy. 
Then ho asks the father of tho boy 


to marry his son to his daughter. The fa- 
ther of the boy asks for dowry, and tha 
amount of this is fixed according to tbo 
means of the man who asks for it and not 
of tho man who gives it—that is to say, il 
tho father of the boy is vory rich, ho asks 
thousands of dollars.

Whore rninoa 
arc concoruod, new veins or fields could 
be explored and purchased. Even new- 
linos of railroads might bo built whon 
once tho system is well established. It 
is cheaper to turn the owners out and 
keep on working in the old places, but. [ 
this plan is ooutrnry to law and there-

foro not as practical. Nothing jnora than 
bare suggestions can be presented in a j 
brief ai'ticlo such as this must be. But; i 
the thought .may be elaborated ad libi- , 
turn by the reflective reader. In tli« j 
njuaucimo is is sincerely to bo hoped 
that this Kansas colonization enterprise 
will provo a grand success, and that 
Pullman may find himself kicking in 
thu sources of his immense power.

and cwcr to wash, then a green carpet laid 
on, then ono cup of beer sot on tho carpet, 
then n littlo long lawn servitcr, plaited 
over tho corner of the table, and a glass of 
hot water set down also on tho table, then 
be thoro throo boys to soy graco, tho first, 
tho Thanksgiving; tho second, tho Pater- 1 
noster; the third, a prayer for a blessing 
to God's church.

Some American Warships in Chiness 


Waters. 


6HANOHAI, Sept. 29.—It Is reported that 


tho emperor has jrrantfid Li Hung Chang's 
request to be allowed to take tho field in 
person, and that Li Hung Chang tvill 
inako hlj headquarters at Lu-Tol near 
Kai-Plng, the present headquarters of the 
provincial commonder-in-ohiof of Chin-Li. 


It is also reported that tho Chinese 


troops have evacuated Corca. and aro now 
massed at Chlu-LIcn-Ching, 30 miles west- 
ward of tho Yalu river. 


Thcro have been numerous desertion? 


from the Chinese army o£ late because of 
tho faulty condition of the arms and tho 
ammunition supplied to the troops. 


Another junk that was sailing through 


North channel in order to evade the guard 
boats struck a torpedo and was blown to 
pieces.

the defeat of the Chinese be a crushing 
one, he will ba absolutely Incapable to 
roiiintalu order. Li Hung Chang has beon 
a severe disciplinarian, and with reverses 
the masses will turn upon him with the 
pent-up hatred of years.

serious interest to know how far the re- 
mainder of thig prediction shall be Justi- 
fied by the events of the future.
